Your Worship: 


I was at the Planning Board meeting of 
March 6th last, and I objected to the proposed re-zoning 
application for a shopping plaza of the north east corner 
of Dundas St. W. and Winston Chruchill Blvd. 


The application was approved, but I am of the 
opinion that not enough time was given for the adjoining 
property owners to consider the proposal and properly form 
an objection collectively. I and my neighbours only re- 
ceived the letter from the City of Mississauga, outlining 
the proposed re-zoning, only one week before the Planning 
Board meeting. 


The houses on the north side of Hayford Court 
back on to the south side of Dundas St. W. opposite the 
Proposed shopping plaza. This plaza, if built, would in- 
crease the noise, the pollution, and the traffic in this 
area, and who needs it when there is enough shopping plazas 
here. Woodchester Plaza is less than half a mile from the 
proposed new one, and it is not doing well. One block east 
of that is Liruma Plaza which is also not doing well. And 
only one mile away is Sheridan Mall. 


In the light of all these objections, my 
neighbours have signed, along with my wife and I, a petition 
of objection to the proposed re-zoning for a shopping plaza, 
and this petition is enclosed herewith. 


We, therefore, ask you to table our objections 
before the City Council, so that the full council may be 
aware of our feelings in this very important re-zoning 
affecting our neighbourhood. 


We would appreciate any comments that your 
Worship may have in this matter.

We wish to thank you for the opportunity of meeting 
with you last Monday in your office at City Hall to discuss 
complaints from residents located in the Applewood Hills and/or 
Fleetwood Village subdivisions. 


As mentioned to you, unfortunately, our Company did 
not advise the residents in the aforementioned subdivisions 
that there would be interruptions caused by the replacement of 
amplifier equipment. This equipment is being installed to ac- 
commodate additional channel capacity we hope to provide resi- 
dents within our licensed areas some time this year. For this 
breakdown in communication and/or lack of public relations with 
our subscribers, we offer our sincere apologies and if, in the 
future, change out of equipment and/or re-spacing of lines is 
required, this situation will not happen again. 


With respect to cables cut by heavy equipment and/or 
interruptions due to hydro failures, here again, we are as dis- 
turbed as you at the inconvenience caused residents of the area. 
But, frankly, these circumstances, in many cases, are beyond our 
control. 


I am advised that the specific complaint by Mrs. Cox 
has been attended to by our service department and that she is, 
to the best of my knowledge, a satisfied customer of Metro 
Cable TV. 


With respect to the community channel we hope to pro- 
vide on a co-operative basis with the other licensed cable 
operators in Mississauga, specifically, Terracom, Maclean-Hunter 
and Keeble Cable, this new local community channel should be in 
just as soon as possible. I should add here, we are relocating 
our head-end antenna site on a shared basis with Maclean-Hunter 
which, I understand, will be closer to the subdivisions now

tion from U.S. and Canadian channels free of any potential in- 


terference.

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PROVINCIAL MUNICIPAL LIAISON COMMITTEE 


The Provincial-Municipal Liaison Committee (PMLC) was formed as a 
result of the Provincial-Municipal Conference in April 1970, as a 
tangible expression of the provincial-municipal partnership concept 
advanced by the Province at the Conference. The PMLC generally 
considers all matters related to the role, status and responsibilities 
of local government in Ontario and considers provincial policy pro- 
posals on matters pertaining to the municipal level of government 


during the development stage. 
The PMLC is composed of the following: 


- The Provincial Cabinet: - members attend when policies and proposals 
for which they are responsible are being discussed; and 


- The Municipal Liaison Committee: - composed of representatives from 
the Association of Municipalities of Ontario; Association of Counties 
and Regions of Ontario; Ontario Association of Rural Municipalities 


and the Municipality of Metropolitan Toronto. 


The PMLC is co-chaired by the Treasurer of Ontario and the Chairman of 
the Municipal Liaison Committee; (MLC) Mayor D.G. Newman, Town of Whitby. 


The March meeting of the PMLC was held in Queen's Park, Toronto on 
March 8, 1974. Some of the items discussed were: 


1. Conservation Authorities 


At a previous meeting of the PMLC, the Ministry of Natural Resources 
was requested to review the boundaries of the Conservation Authorities 
as they relate to regional governments. An inter-ministerial study 
group, with municipal representation, was formed, and their report was 
tabled. The study revealed that there was little relationship between 
the boundaries and little opportunity to make these boundaries congruent, 
due to the necessity to retain the watershed concept of Conservation 
Authorities. It was agreed to review the role of Conservation 
Authorities in making comments on draft planning proposals and authorize 
a study group to review the financial accountability of Conservation 
bh 


Authorities. 


2. Green Paper on Sunday as a Common Day of Rest and Uniform Store Hours 


With regard to Uniform Store Hours, the MLC recommended Option 3 "To 
introduce provincial uniform store hours legislation in order to provide 
a broad regulatory framework which will permit most existing retail 
practices while avoiding unreasonable extensions of hours and irrational 
competition.” 


The MLC recommended Option 2 for Sunday as a Common Day of Rest, with 
additional flexibility to control other public holidays. Option 2 states: 
“To update existing laws to recognize current practices, while at the 
Same time ensuring that flagrant abuses are avoided." 


3. The Toronto Area Transit Operating Authority 


The MLC were given a brief summary of the events leading up to the form- 
ation of the Task Force and their report. The MLC expressed their concern 
about the formation of another special purpose body and reserved the 
right to comment further after checking with Metropolitan Toronto and 

the Regions of Durham, Peel and York. It was agreed to proceed with 
legislation this session. 


4. Guest Speaker 


Lord Redcliffe-Maud, who was the Chairman of the Royal Commission on 
Local Government in Britain, gave an informal address on “The Politics 
of Local Government Progress" and described the report of the Commission 
with regard to local government reform in Great Britain and the govern- 
ment's response. 


5. Provincial-Municipal Regional Advisory Structures 


A provincial proposal for a Municipal Advisory Committee for Northwestern 
Ontario, to replace the former Regional Development Council, was presented. 
After discussion with representatives of the Northwestern Ontario Chamber 
of Commerce and the Northwestern Ontario Municipal Association it was 
agreed to review the proposal and present this to the membership of the 
Northwestern Ontario Municipal Association in Dryden on April 19, 1974. 


6. Local Government Management Improvement Program 


A provincial proposal for a Selective Program of Assistance in Improving 
Local-Government Decision-Making and Administration was presented. The 
MLC were requested to work with the Ministry in establishing a framework 
for the program and this was agreeable to the MLC. 


7. Fiscal Arrangements Sub-Committee 


The committee recommended that the grants listed in the 1973 Budget, with 
the exception of Library and Museum grants, be deconditionalized and the 
funds allocated to unconditional grants to municipalities. It was also 
recommended that another list of grants be prepared for the 1974 Budget 
and that grants involving Federal participation be discussed at a 

future tri-level meeting. 
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8. Uniform Building Standards 


The MLC, in conjunction with the Ontario Building Association have been 
reviewing the draft Ontario Building Code, and agree in principle with 
the draft regulations. The MLC expressed concern about possible loop- 
holes in the regulations with regard to the liability of municipal 
building inspectors. It was agreed to introduce the legislation this 
session and provide an opportunity for further comment after First 


Reading. 
9. Green Paper on Environmental Assessment 


At a previous meeting of the PMLC, the MLC questioned the need for the 
formation of another regulatory body. The Ministry of the Environment 
provided evidence of support for such a body from various individuals, 
Organizations and municipalities. It was agreed that the MLC would 
have the opportunity to review the legislation after First Reading. 


10. Future Meetings 


On April 5, 1974 a meeting of the Federal-Provincial-Municipal Liaison 
Committee will be held in Sudbury, Ontario and the primary agenda item 
will be Railway Relocation. 


The May 10, 1974 PMLC meeting will be held in Queen's Park, Toronto and 
the proposed agenda will include a municipal response to the Hickey 
Report "Decision-Making Processes in Ontario's Local Governments” and 
“The Task Force Report on Policing".
